Hints. 


Dead leaves make a good materi^ to 


scatter over the floor of the poultry 
louse, for the fowls to scratch over. 
Scatter a little grain among them. 


Give a variety of both dry and 


cooked food—a mixture of meat and 
vegetables. In this way better health 
and thrift can be maintained. 


If the fowls have the run of the farm 


they find the kind and variety of food 
best suited to them, and the exercise 
helps to keep them healthy. 


Plenty of clover will serve to keep the 


hens in good laying condition, as it 
does not fatten so readily as grain. 
Chop it fine and scald it in winter. 


The proper way to feed pullets is to 


feed them a ration that does not con- 
tain too much starch, and to give them 
full opportunities for exercise. Pullets 
should not be too fat. 


When it can be had conveniently, it 


will be a good plan to mix all the soft 
food given to the poultry with milk 
rather than water.

A hog house 13x38 ft for a boar, four 


sows and their offspring may be ar- 
ranged as shown herewith.

I have bred sheep for fully fifty 


years, first Spanish Merino, and lat- 
terly Delaine Merino, and have seen 
ticks in-vast numbers. I am sure that 
tho lives of some of my lambs have 
been destroyed by them. About thirty 
years ago. when some of my lambs 
were almost black with ticks, I added 
lo pounds of common sulphur to one 
barrel nf salt, roK^d it thoroughly, and 
put one-half bushel in a salt box in the 
stable of onr-h flock, and subsequently 
in the pasture field .When iu the pas- 
tnro 1 kept the box well protected from 
the v, eat her. and kept the supply con- 
stantly before the flock, so tbat they, 
could eat ut -will. In six months there 
was not a visible living tick to be 
found iu my entire flock. I have near 
two hundred sheep, and to-day I would 
not fear to offer SI for every tick a 
man can find in my flock. I would lose 
nothing by the offer. Of course, the 
man who has a sheep dip to sell will 
oppose this simple, inexpensive way of 
destroying this disgusting parasite^—

Precious Stones Here. 


Diamonds have been found in Wis- 


consin. 
In 1896 one stone of 6 3-8 


karats was found m Saukville, Ozan- 
kee County, six miles northwest of 
Milwaukee, and another of 2 1-16 karats 
in Burlington, Racine County. In 1886 
one of 21 karats, but of poor color, was 
found near Kohlsville, Washington 
county, WJs. These gems were found 
in what is known as the Kettle Mo- 
raine of tbe later glacial epoch. Geol- 
ogists say that they were carried ^>y 
ice from the north. 


One diamond of 1 3-16 karats, one of 


1-16 and a third of 1-32 karat, were 
found near Butte, Mont., a few da$s 
ago. 
Rubies have been found m sur- 


prisingly large quantities in the Cowea 
Valley of North Carolina. 
With them 


are very beautiful garnets. 


On the bars of the Missouri River, 


in Montana, sapphires of small size, 
hut fair quality and good in quantity, 
are being taken out by companies 
formed for the purpose. Several fine 
beryls have been unearthed in Maine. 
Jn North Carolina some good specimens 
of emeralds have been discovered. To- 
paz occurs in Idaho and Montana. 


Connecticut, Maine and North Caro- 


lina have produced several good speci- 
mens of tourmaline. Garnets occur in 
fair quantities in California. South 
Dakota and Virginia have produced a 
few valuable amethyais. A beautiful 
opal w*» found in Maryland. In Lin- 
col* cooaty, Idaho, there is a deposit 
of **tfttm* -wood which is susceptible 
of «op*rk volUh.

At Mmte- 
ipoiia he joined the small excursion 
putj \rith whom he was going to nuk? 
the trip. The trip was planned and ar- 
ranged by the Minueapolis Times, a 
progressive western paper, uud the par 
ty was composed of eight gentlemen, 
including the doctor. 


Leaving Minneapolis on the Northern 


Pacific railroad, the party landed at 
Seattle oa tbe evening of the 14th- The 
nr'Xt day the entire party bearded the- 
stsazcer Garonne and soon were steam 
ingontof fchelurbor. After a delight 
fal voyage of ten daya tbe party landed 
at Hilo, cne of the principal ports in 
Hawaii, on the evening of February
